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DIDOT COLLECTION, MANUSCRIPTS AND BOOKS: 

THE DIDOT SALE (Paris, May, 25-30, 1879) was described in 
“the Times,” on June 7, in two articles, from which I extract the 
following paragraphs:— 

“ Last week the Hdtel Dronot in Paris was the scene of an international contest 
which will hereafter be recorded as historical. The occasion was the sale of 
the second portion of the well-known collection of illuminated manuscripts, 
early printed books, rare editions, and choicely illustrated works, formed during 
a long life by the great Paris printer, M. Ambroise Firmin-Didot. If it were 
necessary to justify a taste so widely spread as that for collecting books, we 
might fairly say that M. Didot had an indefeasible right to its indulgence by 
birth, by occupation, and by long family tradition, no less than by personal 
inclination. Whether we judge by the extent of his productions or by their 
intrinsic merit and importance, M. Didot certainly deserves to be called one 
of the greatest printers of modern times. The descendant of a long line 
of printers, a man of wide and varied study both in general literature and in 
all that pertained to the history of his art, a pupil in Greek of JBoissonade 
and Coray, he seemed to be a worthy representative in our own day of his 
great Parisian predecessors, the celebrated family of the Stephens. Nor was 
this all; he was not only a learned printer and the son of printers, but he was 
the historian of the art in his works on Wood Engraving and in his biography 
of Aldus, the great Venetian. It would be strange if such a man, with such 
a history and such tastes, had not during a life of over eighty years collected 
a library full of rarities and treasures, and it was only natural, when his 
library came to the hammer, that it should awake competition throughout 
the whole world of letters. To have formed part of such a library, at once 
gives even an ordinary book a new rank and distinction. The intrinsic value 
of many of the lots disposed of last week in Paris was, indeed, almost 
immeasurable, as will be seen from the account of the sale which we print 
elsewhere. But even the meanest and commonest lot in the catalogue would 
carry a higher value because it belonged to the great Didot collection. For 
years to come men will collect and treasure these books, and thus establish 
those relations between their own libraries and great historical libraries now 
dispersed which are so cherished by all true lovers of books. A book with a 
history and a 44 provenance ” of distinction is something more than a mere book 
in the ordinary sense. It is ennobled and dignified by a long line of illustrious 
possessors, as a distinguished ancestry adorns a family. No wonder, therefore, 
that the competition should have been so keen, and that buyers of all nations, 
especially English, should challenge, and should frequently vanquish, even the 
French, among whom the love of rare editions and costly bindings has been 
the unbroken tradition of centuries. After all, it is the longest purse that wins 
in such a contest, and London is now so completely the emporium of the 
nations that it commands the best market for all the most costly commodities, 
from an editio princeps downwards. 

44 There was hardly any impulse of the genial passion called bibliomania 
that could not have been gratified, 4 for a consideration * of course, and generally 
for a very high one, among the 525 lots of which the sale consisted. The 
very catalogue was a learned contribution to bibliography, and to the history 
of mediaeval manuscripts. Did a man covet an illuminated missal of unique 
execution and in an unrivalled state of preservation ? He might lake his choice 
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between the missal of Catherine, wife of onr own Henry V, at over £3000, 
or the scarcely less precious Prayer Book of Sir John Talbot, first Earl 
of Shrewsbury, the hero of Shakespeare and of England, at less than a quarter 
of the money. The student of liturgies and services might gratify his 
taste with innumerable “ Livres d’Heures,” “ Evangeliaria,” and missals, some 
unique, as the “ Hor»” of Sarutn use, printed by Pigouchet in 1498, and the 
only copy known; some connected with historical names as that associated, 
though by a doubtful tradition only, with Mary Queen of Scots; all of 
rare and many of singular interest. If a purchaser cared for classical 
manuscripts, there was a copy of the “ Laelius ” of Cicero, dating from the 
ninth century, or if his taste ran to early printed issues there was Schoefier's 
“ De Officiis” of 146*5, on vellum, the first edition of the first printed classic, 
and the seventh book known to bear a date. In “ incunabula” as specimens of 
the earliest efforts of the printer’s art are called by scholars, the collection 
was exceptionally rich. The rare block-books generally held to be the immediate 
predecessors of the use of movable types amounted to no less than four lots, 
while there were specimens too numerous to count of the presses of Fust 
and Schoeffer at Mentz, of Schweynheim and Pannartz at Rome, of Giunta, and 
of the Aldi. We have already mentioned some of the books and manuscripts 
which derive an interest beyond even their intrinsic value as works of art 
from their connexion with famous men and women. There were others from 
the libraries of Kings of France bound in that sumptuous fashion which 
Frenchmen have always loved, and of which almost alone among modern nations 
they still preserve a sound tradition. There was the great Latin Bible of 
Stephens, a treasure in itself, but trebly precious because it bad belonged to 
the celebrated library of De Thou and bore his well-known stamp as well as 
his autograph. The illustrated books, again, would make a magnificent 
collection of themselves. A portion of them were used by M. Didot as 
materials for his work on Wood Engraving, while the specimens of other 
methods of illustration on copper and other materials were almost equally 
numerous. There were woodcuts of Diirer and drawings of Holbein, Lucas 
Cranach’s celebrated satire on the pomps of the Papacy, Sebastian Brandt’s 
“ Ship of Fools,” Jean Cousin’s exquisite illustrations on copper to the 
charming story of Cupid and Psyche, and last, though far from least, the rare 
first edition, printed by Aldus in 1499, of the “ Dream ” of Poliphilo, one 
of the most characteristic products of the early Renaissance, of rare interest 
to scholars on account of the language—half Latin, half Italian—in which 
it is written, to students of literaiy history on account of its weird neo-classical 
imaginings, and most of all to artists on account of its illustrations, variously 
attributed to Mantegna, to John Bellini, and to others. In bindings, too, 
there was a goodly show, from bulky mediaeval tomes, rich in embossings 
And rough with gems, to those exauisite masterpieces of the later art 
iuscribed with the rare and cherished mark of Grolier and his friends. Nor 
must we omit to mention one of the unique objects of the collection, the 
so-called “ Livre d’Heures ” of the celebrated Bussy Rabutin, the vivacious 
cousin of Madame de Sevignd. The witty and incorrigible author of the 
“ Histoire Amoureuse des Gaules” prepared a book of travestied devotions, 
and had it illustrated by Petitot with portraits of some of the leading 
wits and beauties of his time in the guise of saints—thus anticipating the 
spirit of Voltaire when he “debased the moral currency” of his countrymen 
by parodying the story of their great heroine in “ La Pucelle.” The licentious 
letterpress has long since been erased, but the illustrations are preserved in 
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the unique copy which M. Didot purchased a few years ago for 15,500 francs, 
and which was sold in Paris last week for £1000. 

“ Such were a few of the treasures, selected almost at random, which were 
offered to collectors at this truly historical sale. It is clear that a period of 
commercial depression has little influence on the market price of such rarities 
as these. The proceeds of the sale amounted to £36,000, of which the 
manuscripts, forty-five in number, produced nearly £20,000. In many cases 
the prices were far in advance of what M. Didot had originally given, for, 
whatever else may go down in price, rare books seem to nave a constantly 
increasing value. The time is long gone by, even if it ever existed, when a 
poor man like the “ Cousin Pons ” in Balzac's story, could make a priceless 
collection of bric-h-brac or of books, out of the savings of a meagre pittance. 
Books have their fate, and the inevitable fate of all renowned books is to 
rise in price. Less than a hundred years ago first editions of Moli&re's 
plays were sold for a trifle; their market value is now 3000f., and they are only 
rarely to be found for that. We may fairly congratulate ourselves that some 
of M. Didot’s richest treasures have fallen into English hands, though the 
national collection has missed them for the present. The Prayer Book of 
Talbot seems to be undoubtedly genuine, and we cannot but hope that it miy 
some day find its way into the national collection, or, at any rate, that it 
will never quit England again ."—(Leading Article.) 

“ The greatest event in the world of old books and manuscripts this year 
has been the second Didot sale, brought to a close in Paris on last Saturday, 
after six days' struggle among the bibliophiles. The number of lots was 
slightly over 500, but all were of such high intrinsic value and importance 
that the amount of money produced by their dispersion is equivalent to £37,000 
of our money; to which sum we have to aad the charge of 5 per cent, 
which is made in France upon the proceeds of each article sold by auction, 
aud which is payable by the purchaser. At the Didot sale, the old rivalry 
between the two nations that fought at Cressy and Agincourt was renewed, 
but in a more friendly w*y than in the days of the Black Prince and Henry V : 
and if “the bulldog islanders" carried away some of the treasures that had 
excited the cupidity of the French libraries, it may to some extent be considered 
that they were reaping part of the harvest sown of yore by the knights 
who battled against Joan of Arc. 

“ The preceding remarks may serve as a fitting introduction to the notice 
of two objects of extraordinary value, Nos. 17 and 19, the former of which 
brought 76,000f. and the latter L8,500f. The first of these two was the costliest 
lot of the sale, bringing, as it did, more than double the price of the 
manuscript which stood next to it in money value. It was a missal, believed to 
have been executed for Charles VI of France as a present to his daughter 
Catherine, on her marriage with Henry V of England, and to have been in the 
possession successively of our Henry V, Henry VI, Henry VII, and Henry VIII. 
But we must confess that the provenance , as the IJrench style it, is not clearly 
proved. The manuscript has been in the hands of the monks of Tongerloo 
since 1545, when it was sold to them by “ un nornm6 Gilles." In the 
catalogue this is said to have been “ lors du schism© sous Henry VIII," but 
the statement is far from satisfactory. The property of monasteries and 
cathedrals was easily stolen or alienated ip. 1545, but the contents of the 
Boyal hereditary library (omitting all reference to the ugly sap between 
Henry VI and Henry Vll) would not be so easily transferred to foreign 
hands. It is admitted that the first two leaves of the manuscript—which form 
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the whole basis of the assignment of the missal to Charles VI and Henry V 
—are additions made early in the 16th century; in one of the two instances 
it is supposed that the new leaf was a copy of the actual original which had been 
lost by attrition; but the assumption is gratuitous, and a tradition of over 
three centuries is not sufficient to identify the Didot manuscript with what 
it is asserted to be. We have no doubt that the circumstances were sufficiently 
weighed by the authorities of the British Museum, who would never allow a 
manuscript which had been in the possession of four English Kings of the 
Tudor race to fall back into French ownership. This remarkable manuscript 
fetched £3000. 

“In many inspects, to an English connoisseur, the most interesting 
object in the entire sale—its genuineness is undoubted—was the Prayer Book 
which belonged to, and was constantly used by, the great English warrior, 
Sir John Talbot, Lord Talbot, and first Earl of Shrewsbury, renowned by 
Shakespeare for his real worth, and celebrated by Voltaire and in Frenca 
tradition for many fictitious characteristics. The portrait of the veteran 
antagonist of the Maid of Orleans—who with the Black Prince and Sir John 
Chaudos forms the great trio of illustrious Englishmen who fought in the 
wars for sovereignty in France—is found more than once in the volume 
a’ong with some English prayers and rhymes which may have been written by 
the hand of Talbot himself. The book has had a strange fate. Left in 
France after Talbot’s heroic death, which happened in battle in 1458, when he 
was over eighty years of age, it fell into impenetrable obscurity until twenty- 
four years ago, when a Breton collector bought it from a peasant and 
transferred it to a dealer from whom M. Didot obtained the treasure. We 
are sorry to record that a book of such extraordinary interest vrus not secured 
for our national library, nor apparently for the present Lord Shrewsbury; 
but it was bought by an English bookseller, Mr. Quaritch, himself an amateur 
and collector of fine manuscripts.”— ( News Article .)

MANUSCRIPTS. 

PRAYER BOOK OF SIR JOHN, LORD TALBOT, 
FIRST EARL OF SHREWSBURY, in French and 
Latin, with some English Prayers and rubrics, and several 
English hymns and verses, written probably by his own 
hand, which have reference to the course of events in 
France; narrow folio, illuminated MS. on Vellum, 
vrith Miniatures, borders and ornamental initials; in the 
original boards, £1000 1425-33 

Sir John Talbot of Hallamshire (afterwards Lord Talbot and 
Furnival, and finally first Earl of Shrewsbury, Earl of Wexford, 
Waterford, and Seneschal of Ireland), one of the noblest children of 
that historic region, was born in the year 1384—not, as generally stated 
and believed, in 1372-3 [Richard Talbot was twenty-Bix years of age in 
1387, and John Talbot was his second son.— Sec pedigree in Hunter’s 
•Hallamshire]. He was married in 1408 to his first wife, Maude 
Neville, daughter of Thomas Lord Furnival deceased, and, as her 
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husband, was summoned to Parliament in 1410 by the title of Lord 
Furnival, which, however, was not legally conferred upon him till a 
later date. In 1412 he was appointed Lord Justice of Ireland, in 
1418 imprisoned in the Tower, in 1414 released and sent back to 
Ireland as Lord Deputy. He ruled that island successfully till 1419, 
when he seized the person of Donchadh Mac Murchadh, the last Irish 
claimant to the sovereignty of Leinster, and carried him over to 
England to be lodged in the Tower. In the same year he succeeded 
his brother as Lord Talbot, and in 1420 he went to join Henry V in 
France, beginning then the series of heroic exploits which made his 
name a terror to the French, and which have provoked admiring record 
in Shakespeare’s verse. At this time he came into close intimacy with 
Eichard Earl of Warwick and the Duke of Bedford, who were nearly 
of his own age, Talbot being two years older thanWarwick, and five years 
than Bedford. He was in especial favour with the latter, who when 
he became Eegent of the kingdom, on Henry’s death in 1422, procured 
him the honour of the Garter. He returned to England for this and 
other purposes; and remained some time at home, with an interval, 
during which he was again Lord Justice in Ireland. It is in this 
period that he must have married Margaret Beauchamp, sister of his 
friend, the Earl of Warwick, whom he had left in France. The date 
was probably 1424 or 1425, although no chronicler seems to have 
registered the year. (The lady was born in 1404; Talbot’s eldest son 
by her was John Talbot, Lord De Lisle, who was slain with his father 
in 1453, leaving three children; from which we may reasonably 
compute that he was married about 1447, when about twenty-one or 
twenty-two years of age.) The ducal coronet which is painted below 
the miniature on the first leaf of the MS. (representing Talbot and his 
wife kneeling, attended by their patron saints, with the escutcheons of 
the two families, and the two blue garters of Talbot and Warwick 
beneath) seems, when taken in connexion with the fact that the MS. 
was evidently written in France, to prove that 

This MS. was a wedding pkesent from the Duke op Bedford 

TO HIS FRIEND TALBOT, ON THE OCCASION OP TaLBOT’s MARRIAGE 
WITH THE SISTER OP THEIR COMMON FRIEND THE EaBL OP WARWICK, 

and that it was begun in 1424 or 1425. 

In 1427, Talbot was again in France, having received the supreme 
command of the English forces; in 1428, he was at the Siege of 
Orleans ; and in 1429, on the 18th of June, Jeanne d’Arc met him at 
the battle of Patay, where be was beaten and taken prisoner, along 
with Lord Scales and others. He remained three years and a half 
in captivity along with his precious MS. Prayer Book (which from its 
shape was evidently intended to be perpetually in his keeping), and 
during that time some of the most interesting portions of the book 
were added. They tell their own story. 

On leaf 81, there begins a series of six miniatures (the Cross, 
God the Father, God the Son, the Holy Ghost, the Trinity, Talbot at 
Confession), accompanied by six seven-line stanzas of English poetry. 
Up to this, all had plainly, even where in English, been written by a 
French hand; but these little poems are manifestly by an English 
author and English writer, although one who had been long resident 
in France. Immediately below, there is added a miniature of Talbot 
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and his wife kneeling before St. Ursin, with the Saint’s office in Latin. 
This addition of the office of the patron-saint of Bourges is significant, 
and must have been made in the first days of Talbot’s captivity, when 
he and the other distinguished prisoners were taken to Bourges to 
be presented to Charles Vll, who held his court there. 

Talbot ahd his Phayeb Book nr Captiyitt, 1429-33. 

After this he remained in French custody three years and a half, 
during which the following pieces of devotional poetry in English were 
added by his own hand to the MS. They are highly appropriate to his 
condition, and to the waning glory of the English cause in France. 

Jesu whom ye serve dayly 
Uppon zour enemys gyff you victory 
Off the holy cross© the vertue 
Tour gode (Fortune alwey renew 
Oure lady and saynt gabryell 
Gevo you long 1> ffe and gode hele 
And saynt George the gode knyght 
Over your ffomen geve sou my at 
And holy saynt Kateryne 
To zoure begynnyng send gode fyne 
8aynt Christofre botefull on see and lond 
Joyfully make you see England. 

(These last two lines show his intense longing to be free, a longing 
which was shared by all England, where the towns were contributing 
money to pay his ransom.) 

Mercifull Quene, as ze best can and may, 

Affter zour son, of wrechis have pyte. 

Send zour comford now on zour blessyd day 
To sory folke in grett adversiti. 

Make me ffele zour swete benygnite, 

Ster of the see, as botefull ys zour name

Wt. entier hert I pray zou devotely

No further addition than these,—which are sufficient to give 
Talbot rank amongst our English poets—seems to have been made 
after 1433, when he was set at liberty,* and returned home, but only 
to set out once more for France, to renew the long and seldom inter¬ 
mitted struggle, in which he perished finally, sword in band. In 
1442, he was made Earl of Salop or Shrewsbury; in 1416, Lord Deputy 
of Ireland, Earl of Wexford and Waterford. In 1447 or 1448 he was 
once more in France, never to see England again. In 1449, when 
Rouen was surrendered to the French king, ana the English troops 
retired from their conquests, Tulbot remained again for over a year in 
custody as a hostage for the fulfilment of the treaty, but was allowed 
by Charles Y1I to use part of the time in making a pilgrimage to 
Rome. To this period of his life the desponding and devotional hymns 
of the MS. might also be assigned with a show of reason, but the 
handwriting displays more strength than might be expected at the 
age of sixty-five, and the poignant regrets which they exhibit, belong 
rather to the years of fiercer manhood than to an age when the 
passions are sobered into resignation. In 1450 he made another effort 
to regain Guienne, and sustained the brunt of the final struggle with 
the French, who may be said to have completed the expulsion of the 
English when Talbot w as defeated and slain, with his son Lord De Lisle, 
at the battle of Chotillon, 20 July, 1453. 

Whether he lost his book on the battle-field, or whether it formed 
part of the pillage taken by the mob of Bordeaux from the government- 
house where Talbot had resided (Archaologia, Yol. I), when that town 
fell into the power of the French king in 1453, is a matter that need 
not now be discussed, although we may bear in mind that it was a 
Breton force with which Talbot was engaged at the time of his death. 
Its romantic fate is left in obscurity for four hundred years after that 


* Sismondi and Martin are under the impression that Talbot, 
after having been made prisoner by Xaintrailles at the battle of Patsy 
in 1429, was almost immediately released by his generous captor, to 
whom at a later date, as Martin Bays, he rendered a similar office. 
Sismondi states that Talbot won a fight in 1431, when Xaintrailles was 
made prisoner; but these statements are evidently based on miscon¬ 
ceptions. Talbot remained in captivity from 1429 to 1433, when be 
was exchanged against Xaintrailles (who had been in the hands of the 
English since 1431) and (as some think) Ambroise de Lor£, the 
Englishman paying a ransom in addition. But indeed the chroniclers 
on Doth sides are very confused and incongruous in their chronology 
and historical details. 
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occurrence, till in 1855 it was bought by a dealer from a Breton 
peasant. Sold by the former to a Breton amateur, who transferred it 
for a high price to M. Didot, it has at length returned to England, 
and is prized by its present possessor as one of the choicest gems in 
his collection. The illuminated Prayer-Book of the first Earl of Shrews¬ 
bury, which shared his fortunes on the battle-fields that made him 
glorious, is a precious relic worthy to be preserved in a noble shrine.

II est d’un interet capital pour Phistoire de Tart du Xlle si&cle 
en raison des cent dix miniatubes dont il est orn6 (quatre-vingt-dix- 
sept pour P Apocalypse, et treize pour les Propheties de Daniel) ; son 
texte est d’une haute importance pour Pex6gese apocalvptkjue, car il 
est le senl k nous transmettre k ce sujefc la tradition de l’Eglise primi¬ 
tive : tradition qui s’est perdue d&s le IXe siecle. 

Un certain nombre de manuscrits du commentaire de Beatus ont 
6t6 d^crits plus d’une fois, Boit s6par6ment, soit plusieurs ensemble, h 
commencer par Ambroise de Morales, bistoriograpbe du roi d’Espagne 
Philippe II. De nos jours, d’importantes notices leur out 6t6 con- 
sacrees par divers dcrivains. M. Leopold Delisle, membre de Plnstitut, 
a donne pour la premiere fois Pindication complete de toutes les 
copies du livre de Beatus dont l’existence actuelle parait bien con- 
statue, et qui sont au nombre de dix, y comprise la n6tre. Le plus 
ancien de ces manuscrits est celui qui appartient a lord Ashbumnam 
et qui passe pour remonter au IXe siecle; PEspagne en poss&de 
quatre: a la cath£draie de Girone, k celle de la Seo d’Urgel, k 
rAcademic royale d’bistoire a Madrid, a la Biblioth&que royiue de 
Madrid; deux sont conserves a notre Biblioth^que national©, dont l f un 
jouit d’une grande c41ebrit4 sous le nom de manuscrit de Saint-Sever; 
un exemplaire, provenant de Pabbaye de Silos, se trouve au Mus^e 
britannique; ennn, un autre fait partie de la Biblioth&que de Turin. 
M. Delisle s’est attach^ a faire ressortir Pint^rct multiple aes peintures 
dont ils sont orn6s, et il a etndie parall&lement celles du manuscrit de 
Saint-Sever (Xle si&cle), trds probablement le pins important de tous k 
cet egard, et celles du notre. Ce dernier, acquis chez un brocanteur 
de Madrid, fut plac£ dans le catalogue de la bibliotb&que du marquis 
d’Astorga, comte d’Altamira, dont la vente a eu lieu k Paris eu janvier 
1870, et de la il passa chez M. Didot (19,000 fr.). 

Les peintures de tous ces manuscrits, autant qu’on en peut juger 
par un petit nombre de reproductions de quelques-unes d’entre ©lies, 
et par quelques renseignements recueillis qk et la, semblent driver d’un 
prototype commun, remontant k Pepoque carlovingienne, mais modify 
graduellement sous l'influence du style dominant dans telle ou telle 
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contree au moment de 1’execution de ces copies successives, et aussi 
selon le gdnie individuel de l’artiste. Toutes ces peintures sont 
dues aux miniaturistes soit du nord de l’Espagne, soit du midi de la 
France. 

Les cent nix miniatures dont notre manuscrit eat enrichi lui 
assurent une place 4 part parmi les monuments de Tart des si&cles 
passes. M. le comte Auguste de Bastard, a qui Ton doit la reproduc¬ 
tion dans son grand ouvrage ( Peintures et Ornementa deg manuaeritg) 
des trois belles pages du manuscrit de Saint-Sever, a appr£cie le n6tre 
en ces termes: “ Aucune de nos bibliothequee ne posstde uu raanu- 
“ scrit plus curieux 4 cette date du Xlle si&cle, et je ne yois que le 
“ JB.ortm delieiarum de la c414bre Herrat de Landsperg qui puisse lui 
“4tre compare. J’ai vu de meme les exemplaires de Turin et de 
“ Londres [aussi du Xlle si&cle], et je declare qu’aucnn de ees livrea 
“ne montre, eomme celui-ci, la permanence des traditions antiques 
u de Tart.” Ajoutons que le cel&bre Hortue delieiarum , dont il est 
ici question, a p6ri depuis dans Tincendie de la bibliotheque de 
Strasbourg. 

Notre manuscrit est un de ceux qui contiennent le plus grand 
nombre de miniatures, et il est parfaitemeut complet, tandis que ceux 
de la Bibliotheque nationale ne le sont pas : celui de Saint-Sever n’a 
plus que cent deux peintures, y compris les nombreuses pages d’ome- 
mentation ; le second n*eu a que soixante. U a 6td execute incontes- 
tablement, dans le nord de l’Espagne, par des artistes appartenaut 4 ce 
qu’on appelle l’Ecole d’Aquitaine, et auxquels la p^ninsule ib6rique 
n’a pas £te etrangere, car, dans tous les monuments d'arcbitecture 
qui y sont represent^, on a associd au style roman l’arcade cintree 
4 la manidre mauresque.

Il ne faut pas oublier la fameuse mappemonde circulaire (foL 
43 v° et 44 r°) que Pasini fit connaStre le premier d’apr&s cell© du 
manuscrit de Turin, en 1749, et qui depuis a dtd classee parmi les 
monuments cartograpliiques les plus importants du moyen 4ge. Cette 
mappemonde, dont le but a Itl de aonner une representation du 
champ de la predication, se rapproche beaucoup de celle de Turin.

phrases qni se retrouvent ici textuellement. 11 est rest6 inddit pendant 
pr&s de mille ans et ne fut public qu’en 1770 par le E. P. Henri Florez, 
augustin, sous ce titre: Sancti Beati prabyteri Licbanentit in Apoca¬ 
lypnn (Madrid, Ibarra, 1770, in-4), volume qui a dk dtre l’objet d'une 
sorte de suppression, car il est devenu tellement rare, qu’il ne parait 
s*en trouver m&me un seul exemplaire ni en France ni en Belgique, 
au point quo ce n’est que par le plus grand des hasards que M. Didot 
a pu en avoir communication pour son travail, gr&ce k l’obligeance 
d’un savant ecclesiastique allemand. 

Beatus dtait moine du monasters de Saint-Martin, fond£ au Vie 
sidcle dans les montagnes de Lilbana par le moine Toribio, dont i 
porte encore aujourd’hui le nom. Ce monastdre devint, au dire des 
ecrivains espagnols, le foyer de la restauration littdraire dans le nouvel 
Etat des Asturies. Beatus joua un grand rdle dans les discussions 
thdologiques contre les doctrines nestoriennes d’Elipand, archev&que 
de Tolide, et de Fdlix, fcvfcque d’Urgel, et mourut en odeur de saintete 
le 19 fdvrier 798, au monast&re de Yalcavado ou Val-Gabado, en 
Asturie, dont il ctait devenu abbd. 

Outre l’importance de son texte, notre manuscrit a le grand 
avantage d’etre parfaitement complet, ce qui n’a lieu que pour un ou 
deux autres.

16 r°) par ces mots: u Que diuerttt || 
tem port bus || in uet'is tetta\\mti librit l| pnutiata tut || de natiuitate || 
dni ...” d6but d’un prologue, suivi a’un autre et d’un sommaire de 
l’Apocalypse (explanatio). Le commentaire proprement dit (f. 25 r°) 
porte ce titre: Incipit tract'ut de apocalipt (sic) ioh'it in explanations 
sua a mV tit doctorib ’ z pbalittimit uirit illustrib *, etc.; il finit au 
f. 205 v°, ok commence 1* Explanatio Daniel prophethe , prophetic qui se 
lient intimement avec la vision de saint Jean. Lk derail re page, 
arrach6e, a 4te compl£t6e par une main moderne. 

Ce livre est ecrit avec beaucoup de soin, en gros carnets res gothi- 
ques, sur deux colonnes de 38 lignes chacune dans les pages pleines. 
Le texte de 1’Apocalypse et de Daniel est en rouge; le commentaire, 
en noir. Il est orne en outre de belles initiates, dont plusieurs riche- 
ment decorees.

C’est une suite de quatke-yucgt-seizb mikiatuees, k deux par 
page, dont les huit premieres, ainsi que le3 cinq do mitres, repr&entent 
aes Episodes, Bouvent apocryphes, de la vie de saint Jean, tandis que 
les quatre-vingt-trois autres offrent des sujeta des visions apocalyp- 
tiques. Chacune de ces miniatures est entour^e d’une doable bordure 
au simple trait, et la page entibre est en outre renferm4e dans un 
cadre commun (H.: 0m,222 : L.: 0m,l75). Elies sont aecom pagodas 
de legendes explicatiyes, en rouge et en noir, emprunt^es le plus 
souvent au texte mdme de 1* Apocalypse. Les deux premieres et la 92e 
se rapportent & la ldgende de Drusiana, tirde d’une vie plus ou moins 
fabuleuse de saint Jean, attribute k Abdias de Baby lone et composde 
reellement vers le Ille si&cle. 

Les representations des scenes apocalyptiques de ce volume n’ont 
rien de commun avec celles oui ornent les manuscrits du commentaire 
de Beatus. Tandis que ces dernidres sont une conception espagnole, 
les autres portent une compreinte vivace d’un moddle primitif de prove¬ 
nance grecque, remontant probablement k l’epoque antdrieure a 
Charlemagne, et constituent ainsi un groupe a part, auquel appartient 
aussi un fort beau manuscrit de 1* Apocalypse figuree, de l*an 1200 
environ, malheureusement incomplet, qui fait partie de la Bibliotheque 
nationale (f. fr. 403, anc. 7013), et qui avait servi de module k la 
cdlebre tapisserie de Saint-Maurice d*Angers (voir la-dessus une notice 
de M. A. Giry, dans le journal VArt , ddcembre 1876, pp. 300-307). 
11 exibte encore un troisidme groupe de peintures apocalyptiaues, 
different des precedents et dont le type a du etre compoad au nord de 
la France vers le Xllle sidcle. 

La perfection des miniatures de notre manuscrit, qui provient de 
la collection de Van Hulthem, est surprenante pour l’dpoque de son 
execution. La beaute du dessin des figures, l’harmome discrete des 
couleurs, enfin certains details caracteristiques pCrmettent de lui 
assignor une origine italienne. 

Ce que notre manuscrit offre de particulidrement intdressant poor 
l’histoire de l’art, c’est qu’il se rapproche beaucoup du type, 
aujourd’Lui perdu, qui a servi de module aux editions xylographiqaee 
des memes figures apocalyptiques, sauf les changements dans les 
costumes, dans 1’architecture, dans les ldgendes, et les simplifications 
que le graveur sur bois a dte oblige d’introduire dans son oeuvre. 11 
ne correspond dans son integrality qu’& l’edition unique en cinquante 
feuillets, car toutes les autres, qui n’ont que quarante-huit feuillets, ne 
donnent pas les quatre sujets de la vie de saint Jean qui precedent les 
visions. La modification des legendes est eminemment curieuse. 
Tandis que le manuscrit, dans les cinq dernifcres miniatures, consacrees 
a reprdsenter les principaux moments de la vie de saint Jean depuis 
son retour de l’exil, reproduit le texte du pseudo-Abdias, tous les 
xylograpbes ont suivi la le<?on de la Ltgenae three de Jacques de 
voragine (Xllle siede), sauf pour la composition 93. 

On ne connait que peu de manuscrits pareils au n6tre, et rare- 
ment ils sont complets. Celui-ci a 6td decrit en detail, et etudie 
paralldcmcnt avec les editions xylographiqucs, dans la notice de 
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M. Didot sur lea Apocalypses figures manuscrites et xglographiques 
(1870), ce qui nous dispense d'y insister da vantage, tout en ajoutant 
qu’il constitue un document preeieux pour lea costumes, lea armea et 
fes armure8 de son epoque.

This copious collection of Lessons was executed in the great 
Benedictine Abbey of Ottobeuern, in Bavaria, soon after the middle of 
the twelfth century. It was one of a magnificent set of liturgical 
volumes illuminated there after the fire of 1152, when the Abbat 
Isengrim enlarged and enriched the library. A Graduate of the same 
origin, the exact counterpart of this MS. in magnificence of decoration 
and in calligraphy, was sold at the Didot sale for .£850. The Lection- 
arium is therefore inserted here as a proper complement of the Didot 
collection, and as being with the Graduate probably the only extant relic 
of Isengrim’s grand library. It is difficult without inspection to conceive 
the unusual splendour of decoration and calligrapnical beauty which 
are seen in the MS. The writing is of great accuracy and elegance, 
consisting of handsome lower-case majuscules, on very good and 
substantial vellum, with rubric titles of the Holy Days throughout 
the year, and the Proper Lessona appointed for them. 

The great number of illuminations in this volume may be best 
expressed by stating that every separate lesson is commenced by a 
large and well-painted Initial Letter, most of them being remarkably 
lustrous with colours, the gold and silver remaining to the present 
moment as brilliant and vivid as when first laid on. These letters are 
in general richly and gravely drawn and painted in the Btyle of twisted 
Capitals; but some few of them contain human figures, and a still 
smaller number are composed of grotesque animals. 

This interesting MS. has belonged successively to the late 
eminent Collectors, Mr. Singer and Sir W. Tite. A line in the hand¬ 
writing of the fifteenth century, on the fly-leaf, states that the book 
belonged to the Abbey of Ottobeuern. At the auction of the late 
Sir William Tite’s Library on the 27th May, 1874, it sold for £550.

L’omementation de ces grandes initiales offre un des beaux speci¬ 
mens de Fart carlovingien. Ce respectable monument d’une dpoque 
reculee avait appartenu a Feglise Saint-Pierre de Lidge, d’ou, au 
commencement du sifccle dernier, il passa dans le cabinet du baron 
Guillaume de Crassier, antiquaire liegeois. Montfaucon en a parle 
dans sa Bibliotheca bibliothecarum manuscriptorum nova (1789; t. ler, 
p. 605), de cette maniere: “ Textus alter Evangeliorum ejusdem cireiter 
cetatis ( i.e . exeunte Sseculo octavo), pre^fixam habens in tabella ebumea , 
Christi 4 clavis cruci affixi excisam imaginem inter B. V. Mariam 
et S. Joannem Evangehstam hinc inde stantes. Circumferentia tabella 
decor at a est quatuor Evangelist is ex vitrea gemma , gemmis aliisque 
ornamentis deauratis ...” 

La couverture du plat supdrieur est un digne ornement de ce beau 
volume. Au milieu, dans un creux, est encb&ssd un ivoire sculpte, 
representant Jdsus en croix entre la sainte Yierge et Saint Jean. La 
croix est k deux branches; le corps du Christ j est fixd par quatre 
clous, et sa t&te est entourde d’un nimbe crucifere : signes caracceris- 
tiques qui, joints au caractdre gendral de cette sculpture, aux costumes 
des personnages et k Fomementation de la bordure de Fencadrement, 
assignent k cette (Buvre une origine byzantine. Son execution nous 
parait dtre contemporaine du manuscrit. Cet ivoire est entourd d’une 
bordure on saillie, aux quatre coins de laquelle figurent des plaques

Mr. Quaritch deserves the best thanks of all lovers of Catholic chivalry for this 
new edition of Mr. Digby’s well-known and most interesting book. “ Well known,” we 
mean, to students and to those who do not think their hours misspent in the perusal of 
books which rather minister to a devout life than to worldly thoughts and the spirit of 
pride. 

For Mr. Digby is one of the few writers who convey a moral and a saintly lesson 
without preaching a sermon ; one of the few companions who know how to suggest good 
and useful thoughts without fatiguing the mind by too constant a strain upon its powers. 
He is one of those who feel the words of Horace :— 

Si vis me flere, dolendum est 
Primum ipsi tibi. 

We believe that much of the Broad Stone oj Honour was written before Mr. Digby 
was received into the Church, but though the later portions may show a more decidedly, 
Catholic tone, yet the early part is conceived and carried out in such a high and reveren¬ 
tial spirit as to be quite in harmony with the succeeding volumes. There is, if we may 
say so, a prodigality of learning in all Mr. Digby’s works. He is equally at home in the 
classics, in old English literature, in the earlier writings of the Continent, and in the 
works of modern authors. His reading must have been extensive, well ordered, and 
severe, and his memory must be singularly retentive to enable him to call to mind the 
passages which he requires, and to arrange them so admirably that they seem to rise 
unbidden, in their proper places. There is, moreover, a breadth and a largeness of view 
the very opposite of the narrow and contracted range of many writers. Mr. Digby sees 
things and actions, books and their authors, from a Catholic point of view: not 
“ Catholic” in the heretical and sectarian sense, but in its true meaning, and he refere all 
his labours to their proper end. It is a matter for much regret that this most edifying 
and able writer, who has been before the public for fifty years, has not apparently 
a disciple worthy of receiving his mantle. To write properly of the Ages of F&itn 
and of Chivalry, it is necessary to understand and to feel the spirit of both.

One of the greatest impediments to the progress of Architectural Art in this country has been 
the difficulty of finding any building material which should unite durability with elegance, and 
should not at the same time be so expensive as to preclude its being generally employed. Stone 
suitable for building purposes is not found in many parts of the country, and especially not near the 
Metropolis. In addition to its expensiveness, stone soon becomes discoloured, and many kinds decay 
rapidly when exposed to smoke and atmospheric impurities. In all the south-eastern districts of the 
country brick is the usual substitute resorted to; but, as hitherto employed, its shape and colour, 
combined with the smallness of its size, have resulted in extreme meanness of effect, and rendered 
its employment impossible when anything like artistic effect was aimed at. An escape from this 
dilemma has been attempted by covering the brickwork with stucco; but this is admitted to be at 
least a most undesirable makeshift. 

Under these circumstances, the employment of Terra-Cotta seems to offer a means of remedyii^ 
this defect more readily than any other which has yet been suggested. It is more durable than 
stone ; its colour nmy be toned down if desirable; its neatness and preciseness remove at once all 
appearance of meanness; and it is capable of being moulded into ornaments of any amount of 
complexity or sharpness of detail. For a long time its employment in this countiy has been limited 
by fiscal regulations connected with the duty on bricks, and when resorted to, has too often been 
unsuccessful for want of refined and elegant models. Of late, however, several firms have undertaken 
its manufacture cn a large scale, and can produce articles of elegance and durability.
